Prom what can be learned the four 
boilers exploded at one time, reducing 
the mill to a heap of burned.and char- 
red timbers and twisted iron. There is 
not a straight piece of iron or steel 
left in the entire building. Even the 
bolts in the beams and stringers are 
twisted like screw nails. 
The mill had sixty men on each turn 
and it is thought that almost 120 men 
both crews, were in the plant at the 
time of the explosion. A few minutes 
after the boilers let go the big .mill 
was a heap of ruinp. The Injured and 
dead were found under wreckage and 
in the 'mill-yard, where they had fallen 
in'their race for life. 
The No. 3 ten-inch mill was a bis iron 
clad structure, built on a steel frame. 
In the rear of the plant on Nineteenth 
st. is the big;'boiler-works of James Mc- 
Neil. One of the boilers, went through 
the Park Brothers Mills and clashed in- 
to the McNeil .plant, almost completely 
demolishing it.

saloon at 1057 Broadway in the rear of 
FibuSh's cigar store. The proposition 
was lost by a vote of 6 ,to 4, one mem- 
ber, Bon, 'being absent. 


Immediately after this action, Rich- 


ard Gorman, -who sought to get e. li- 
quor license for the southwest corner 
of 
Fourteenth and Peralta streets, 


withdrew his application. 


Both applications came nip as a spec- 


ial order for the purpose of having a 
protest, filed against each, heard. 


The lobby of the chamber was filled 


with people, a. number of the specta- 
tors being 'women. 


The protest 
against 
the "Weston- 


Chalfant license was signed by nlbomt 
twenty merchants In the neighborhood 
of the location of the proposed saloon, 
only a few of whom, however, were 
present, 
"notwithstanding that City 


Clerk Rod Church announced that all 
of .them :had been notified of the time 
of hearing the protest. 


The protest was based on the ground 


that the saloon in question Tvas unnec- 
essary, that there were already seven 
or eight drinking iplaces in 'the nelg-h- 
borhood 
and 
that t!he s-alaon 'would 


tend to injure the 'business Oif the p-ro- 
testants. 


EVIDENCE TAKEN. 
?• 


\V. N. Jenkins -was sworn. He testi- 


fied that he was in the. jewelry busi- 
ness. There were already a .large num- 
tjer of saloons in the vicinity. 


The saloon asked for was unneces- 


sary and would bo detrimental to busi- 
ness. iHis 'business dept-nded a great 
deal on ladles' trade. Already, they

Interesting Figures Taken From 


Records in the Superin- 


tendent's Office. 


The following statistics relative to the 


attendance of -boys and girls .for it'he term 
just closing in the Grammar schools of 
the city are interesting. They show that 
more boys attend school in the lowei 
classes, gradua.llj' dropping out as they 
grow older .until the girls take precedence 
in the -matter of numbers. 


The total attendance for the term was 


9,frt2. 
The number of -boys in attendance 


was 4,734; the number of girls, 4,908, 


In the first grade Che boys attended in 


greater number t/haii .the girls, the figures 
being 1,131 against 
934. 
In the second 


grade the 'boys are still in the. majority, 
the figures being 721 against 6SO. 
In the 


remaining six grades the girls are numer- 
ically in tlie ascendancy, increasing pro- 
portionately with 
the 
grades, as fol- 
lows : 
Third grade, girls 713, boys .&S7; fourth 
grade, girls 769, boys 711; fifth grade,-girls 
b5S, boys 5S6; sixth .grade, girls 463, boys 
402; 
sevienth grade, girls 372, boys 269; 
eightih grade, girls 329, boys 229. . 
The reason given for the increase in at- 
tendance among the girls over the boys 
is .that they drop out to learn trades and 
are often called upon to quit their school- 
ing to help the family earn a livelihood, 
often sending their sisters to school toy 
their efforts.

i Fish. — This Is now eaten with silver 
knives and forks specially prepared 
for the purpose. A few years ago fish 
iwas eaten off a fork, .and a. crust of 
bread took the place of a knife In re- 
moving It from the bones. Then this 
fashion was dropped in favor of two 
forks, but at the present day fish 
knives and forks are so general that 
one seldom has to fall back on such 
makeshift arrangements. 
( Only the fork is used for eating ris- 
soles, omelets and dishes made of 
minced or small cut meat. The knife 
IB reserved for those viands which r«- 
cjuire cutting. 
: When eating sweet dishes, the fork 
ta held in the right hand and is used 
exclusively, as far as possible. ' It is 
only for stewed fruits, milky puddings 
Aid other semillquid dishes that the 
spoon Is called into service. 


Asparagus Is still eaten by some peo- 


ple in the old style of holding the stalk 
In the fingers, but the younger genera- 
tion generally prefers the neater way 
of cutting off the points with the knife 
and conveying them on the fork to tho 
mouth. 


Salad is generally eaten from a sepa- 


rate plate placed at the left hand sida ' 
of the meat plate. 
, At dessert apples, pears, etc., are 
peeled and are then cut up to the right 
size for eating off a fork. Grapes are 
conveyed to the mouth by the fingers, 
aud the stones and skins are passed 
from the mouth to the hand and then 
laid on the table. 


'Uefinement in eating and drinking 


cannot be too strongly Insisted upon. 
Even little children should be taught 
to place quite small portions of food in 
their mouths, to keep the lips closed 
during the process of mastication and 
never to drink while they have food in 
their mouths. Drinking while eating 
often leads to a choking fit both alarm- 
ing and unpleasant to witness. 


Crumbling one's bread, fidgeting with 


spoon and fork, digging In the salt cel- 
lar, and other nervous tricks in which 
eome people indulge while talking are 
•11 bod habits to be overcome.

Choose tomatoes of even size and ar- 


range them, blossom end downward, In 
a.saucepan.
